Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment dated 9/27/2007 has been fully considered and entered into the Record. 
Claims 1, 2, 7, 9, 14, 17, 21-26, 31-34, 36 and 37 are canceled and new claims 39-43 have been 
added. Claims 3-6, 8, 10-13, 15, 16, 18-20, 27-30, 35 and 38-43 are active. The amended claims 
in the amendment contain no new matter. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3-6, 8, 10-13, 15, 16, 18-20, 27-30, 35 and 38-43 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
teach the unique combination within an absorbent article that has a scrim member comprising 
MD and CD strands with the CD strands having lower stiffness than the MD strands, some of the 
CD strands being continuous and having weakened points along their lengths to enhance 
buckling at points between the MD stands that are offset from the adjacent CD strands or teach 
or suggest an absorbent article with a network of MD strands and CD strands with CD strands 
that cause the article to have less stiffness in the CD than the MD and wherein at least some of 
the CD strands are continuous and have weakened points along their lengths to enhance buckling 
by means of said strands being notched, abraded or compressed.
